She 
stammered out that her husband was dying, 
She said he had been taken sick Monday 
night, but afterward that he was first se 
right after his return home Tuesday night 
from the Household Supply Co., where he 
was employed as a driver. She adheres 
now to the latter statement. 

An ambulance was summoned by Drug 
Clerk Koch. On its arrival the woman, 
whose conditions had been growing worse 
staggered to the door of her home an 
with difficulty dragged herself upstairs, 
whither the police and spectators had pre- 
ceded her. 

Schmitt was on the bed. He was dead, 
The body was removed to the morgue. 

Mrs. Schmitt was taken to the Dispen- 
sary. She stated that she had been taken 
ill and then her husband had lost con- 
sciousness. She thought something eaten 
at supper, perhaps an apple, had caused th 
trouble. 

At the Dispensary the woman's case was 
diagnosed as e but at the 
City Hospital no sy toms of poison could 
be discerned. Remarks made by the woman 
in the presence of the police while the body 
of her husband was b sed 


by the bed. 

rs. Schmitt stated that they ate one 
apple together. They did not cut it in half, 
but, according to Schmitt, she took 
a bite, then her husband took one and they 
ate it in this way until the whole had been 
consumed 


The woman stated that the apple had a 
rather bitter taste, but that she attributed 
that to having bitten into a rotten portion. 
She said the apple was@ big one. Asked 
where she purchased it, she said Dr. J. H. 
Parker, who has a dispensary at 1408 Frank- 
lin avenue, and who has been treating her 
for two years, had given it to her a few 
days before. 

Subsequently Dr, Parker was seen by 
the reporter and stated that he had not seen 
the Schmitt woman since last October, and 
certainly never gave her an le. 

For supper Tuesday night, Mrs. Schmitt 
states, they had potatoes, meat, turnips 
canned corn and coffee She suggested 
that perhaps one of these contained poison. 
Portions of each, together with some of the 
milk and a small vial found on a stand 
table by the bed, containing a few drops 
of a light brown liquid having an odor 
faintly suggestive of turpentine, were se- 
cured by the police. The core of the apple 
was regarded as of no co uence. 

As the woman described the events of 
Tuesday evening to the reporter, she was 
seized with deathly sickness directly after 
lying down. In her writhings she fell over 
went. to 
her assistance, but as he essayed to lift 
her he fell to writhing, too, and drop 
over upon the bed himself. Then she lost 
consciousness, When she revived her hus- 
barid’s limbs were stiffening, his jaws were 
locked, and his y was growing cold. 
How she dressed herself she does not know, 
but in some way she got into the street 
and went for assistance. 

The woman told the story with great 
emotion, her eyes swimming in tears, and 
with repeated inquiries whether he were 
really dead. She stated that he had al- 
ways treated her with the utmost kindness 
and affection and ave that he. was 
the best husband that ever woman had. Sh 
stated that he was of a cheerful disposi- 
tion and was particularly cheerful Tuesday 
night, because his salary bey just been 
raised from $ to $10 a w She said 
he was subject to epilepsy. She stated that 
not long ago, because of their straightened 
circumstances, she proposed to her husband 
that she return E to the life 
she had previously led. consented af- 
ter some demur.

Leading Architects Say Such an 
| Ordinance Would Depreciate the 
Value of Real Estate. 


The bill introduced last night in the Coun- 
cil by Mr. Ives will be apt to bring a storm 
of protest around his ears. 

The bill provides that all first-class buiid- 
ings hereafter erécted in St. Louis shall con- 
sist of non inflammable material throughout, 
with floor beams constructed of iron, or 
ateel, filled in with terra cotta or other 
masonry arches, except that wood may, be 
used for under and upper floors, window 


and door frames, sashes, doors, standing | 


finish, hand rails, for stairs, necessary 
@leepers bedded in concrete and for isolated, 
furring block bedded in the plaster. The 
ordinance further provides that there shall 


be no air space between the top of any 
r arches and the floor boards, and no 
air space behind any woodwork, All build- 
ings over 70 feet, or buildi increased ip 
height over that number of feet, are re- 
quired to be first-class in construction. 
There is a positive provision that no 
ing or other structure hereafter erect- 
rexcept church spires, shall be of a height 
exceeding two and one-half times the width 
of the widest street on which the building 
stands, nor in any case shall a building ex- 
ceed 125 feet in height. 

The bill is modeled after the ordinances 
now in force in Boston. The Chicago law 
limits buildings to 160 feet to the top of the 
pearing walls and in New York there is no 

mit. 


Councilman Ives was.asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the import of the measure 
which he had intröduced. This is not my 
bill,” said the professor, but was intro- 
duced by request. I did not look it over 
closely, but merely glanced at it to see that 
it was a proper measure. I will say, how- 
ever, that I am entirely in sympathy. with 
the provision limiting the height to 125 feet. 
From an artistic and aesthetic point of 
view the measure is wise. My training has 
led me to believe that all buildings should 
be constructed in proportion to the space 
which surrounds them. I believe that a 
much more imposing structure can be made 
of an artistically designed one-story struc- 
ture than of running up a twenty-story 
structure. I think that you will find that 
the architects agree with me, though, of 
course, their business interests require them 
to design any style of building that their 
clients require.” 

Architect L. B. Wheeler: My impression 
is that the passage of an ordinance such as 
is contemplated in this bill, limiting the 
height of all buildings to 125 feet maximum, 


would be unwise and apt to do great in- | 


jury to the city. I thoroughly approve of 


any move to make buildings fireproof, but | 


when it is a matter of putting up structures 
to suit the artistic taste of some individual 
it is a mistake. If the bill becomes a law, 
I venture to say that the value of property 
in the down-town sections will be depreci- 
ted hee: 50 per cent. Rental values are 
ressarily high on the principal streets, 
Kee Ait is impossible to put up buildings 
4thin the height stipulated that would 
yield sufficient revenue to make them pay. 
Take the case of the proposed Sixth and 
Olive street Dbullding. The ground rental 
there is nearly „000 per annum: It would 
be out of the question to put up & building 
only 12% feet high that would pay this rental. 

“Another point that makes an office 
building desirable is in the concentration of 
interests. The tendency of people in cities 
is to get together as much as possible in 
order to facilitate their business. 

“As regards the artistic merit of the ques- 
tion I do not think size has much to do 
with a work of art. I think the ability of 
the artist is the important point and other 
things being equal, he could produce with 
the larger building an effect of grandeur 
impossible with the smaller.“ 

Achitect J. L. Wees said: “I consider 
the bill one of the best that has been in- 
‘roduced for some time. A maximum height 
of 125 feet should be supported by every 
one for many reasons. I hope it will pass.“ 


Architect H. W. Kirchner said: I do not 
approve of the limitation of buildings to 
80 low a height, because it is not in har- 
mony with our modern ideas of centraliza- 
tion. is a city only because a

“The ideal city building is sufficiently | 


large to accommod@ate within its walls 
all the traffic and business that might 
be necessary. The Hmitation in the 
heights of buildings necessarily spreads 
the city over more territory, and with the 
intervening streets business is impeded. Be- 
des I believe that it will have the effect 
of reducing the profits in investments an‘ 
of reducing the value of real estate. There 
re many buildings in this city to-day 
which if three or four stories were taken 
from them would not pay. The only rea- 
eon our tall buildings are so well filled 
is that they centralize so many interests. 
If the only reason to limit the heights 
of structures is the fire risk, it is a point 
not well taken. The impetus that fire 


roofing has received in this country has 


n brought about only by this question 
of tall bull ings. If we were to recede from 
our resent position in the matter. 
would again be forced into the old style of 
construction without fireproofing. If the 
city wishes to adopt an ordinance relatin 
to tall buildings, let the heights be qual
